This 
report was requested for the benefit of 
the m arine hospital service, and a copy 
has been sent to the surgeon general. 
Mr. Mason notes that the success of 
this treatm ent has caused the erection 
of a large num ber of establishments In 
Germ any—sixty, with 5,000 beds—in 
the spring of 1901. In almost half the 
chhcs the patients had been sick fot 
Jess thau a year before applying fot 
admission to the institutions. The av­ 
erage duration of treatment w as 92.4 
days for each patient. Data as to the 
final results show that of each hundred 
patients treated 87.7 per cent were dis­ 
charged as cured or Improved. 8.8 per 
cent left unimproved, 3.1 per cent were 
worse, and one-ha lf of I per cent died. 
The favorable results were In part due 
to a careful selection of cases suitable 
for treatm ent In the institutions. 
The full text of the report appears in 
the public health reports of Dec. 6, is­ 
sued by the marine hospital service, 
page 2873.

Fart of the present strength of the 
situation Is due to the present move 
ment. With one day estimated this 
week on 1 conservative basis, the 
total shipments from Minneapolis 
were 466,990,000 feet, as against 
399.030.000 feet in 1900, or a gain of 
65.950.000 feet, or 17 per cent us 
compared with the previous year. 
The receipts during 1901 with one 
day in this week estimated were 
118.990.000 feet, as against 95,245. 
000 feet in 1900, cr a gain of 39 per 
cent» These statistics reflect the 
st ron g ruad i t ion of t be w ti i I e p i n c 
market at Hie close of the year. 
For t«n years pa»I the surplus 
stocks ratried over the season end 
ing Dec inber 31, haw been dimio 
ishing, mid it is conservatively esti­ 
mated that they have decreased fully 
12 per cfitt during 19U|, as compared 
wi*b 11 year ago. Later figure* may 
increase this to nearly 15 per emit., 
and in that event it will be seen that 
considerable inore than the eut dur 
ing the year has been absorbed by 
the demand. 
Three advances in prices occurred 
in 1901. The first became effective 
January 1, snd amounted to 50 rents 
a thousand; the second occurred July 
7, and ranged from 50 cents to 11 a 
thousand, while the third became 
effective December3, and was from 
50 ceots to 91 a thousand, and in 
some sections 61 50 a thousand. 
These advance* were not made 
until the market was in a position to 
fully sun tain them. When stocks be­ 
came reduced, aad demand showed 
an incrcsee, they were put in effect 
and not until then. 
At the beginning of the new year 
white pint Is stronger than it was a 
year ago. Stocks are to reduced 
that In many yards 11 is impossible 
to 111 a cariot order, according to 
specificstloea, without buying from 
outside. This Is especially true in 
the Mississippi valley, south of Min­ 
neapolis 
• Another element of strength is 
found in the fact that retailers'stocks 
are at s vary low point, snd will need 
replenishing before the spring cif­ 
rad common era In this oonnec | 
tion It is stated that prospects are 
brighter for the January movement 
of white pine than ever befóte 10 
the history of the Minneapolis mar- • 
ket.
